When I was first advised by USA UORGENTHAU that 

he desired SA ARTHUR J. ACnLNBACH to sit at the counsel — 
table I inquired into this matter specifically. According to 
ACHENBACH, there were a tremendous number of exhibits dealing 
with hotel records, telephone calls, airplane tickets, etc. 
which needed someone to correlate and coordinate. 


In accordance with Bureau instructions I authorized 
him to sit at the table only when he was needed and not for 
any convenience of the prosecuting attorneys. I felt that 

it was absolutely necessary to the successful prosecution 
of the case that he be there at the counsel table. I also 
advised 3A ACHENBACH that he war, not to sit at the table while 
arguments were going on or when his presence was not vitally 
needed . 


On 3/24 and 25/u4, it was noted that SA ACHENBACH 
did not sit at the table since the court proceedings involved 
the reading of the Grand Jury testimony of COHN before it. 

On 3/26/64 certain leads in connection with the case had to 
be covered and SA ACHENBACH was not at the table. 

SA ACHENBACH advised me that he was fully aware of the 
fact that he was to sit at the table only when the situation 
absolutely demanded it.
